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1. On 19 June, a troop train consisting of 22 heavy-duty flatcars and one boxcar 
went from Wildpark to Heubrandenburg . 1 

2. At 11 A.M„ on 23 Juno, KVP troops wore relieved by regular VP in the Heukoelln 
area of Berlin. Sixty T -34 tanks and Soviet infantry with truoks wore observed 
on the eaat side of Earlohorotor Allee, along Volkspark Wuhlheide. At 3 A.H. on 
23 June, a EVP loft the leukoelln-Xreptow area for an unknown destination. 

3 . Soviet troops stationed in Weimar were employed to guard party and administration 
offioos on IS June. A column of between 400 and 500 empty truoke patted through 
Weimar toward the eaat during the night of 18 June. Up to 19 June there had been 
no riote in Weimar with the exception of proteat actions by 4,000 workers of the 
car building factory. 

4. VS patrols employed on the Almerewlnd-Soanenborg border eeotor have apparently 
been relieved by Soviet patrolo alnoe 21 June. 

5 . Soviet troops stationed in Eildbuxghausen had apparently boon alerted on 20 Juno. 

All was quiet in the Hlldburgfaauoen-Heldburg and Siefeld-Koppeltdorf areae.
